fe’st examined on his knowledge of the meaning of the 
words to be tested — difficult words from his own graded schoolbooks — and then, 
after reading the Meeeiam-Webstee definition, on his understanding of the words 
and the definitions. 

These tests have strikingly demonstrated the success of the new definitions. From 
their results, the editors feel certain that they have attained their purpose of making 
the definitions correct and understandable and injorming. 

One Alphabet. In order to make the use of this new Elementary Dictionary 
as simple as possible, all entries are in one alphabetical list. This list includes abbre- 
viations (B.C.,^oz.), geographical names (Africa, Rio de Janeiro), biographical 
names (Gandhi, Agassiz), and words of foreign origin (eclair, tlte-^-tite). 

Presentation of Material. The presentation of material is in the traditional 
Mereiam-Webster manner. The part of speech is put in italics immediately after 
the entry and its pronunciation, where it will be readily noticed by the student. 
Where a word is defined as two or more parts of speech (see average, ground), the 
definitions under each part of speech are carefully grouped together, and the groups 
are separated by heavy dashes. Where a word has different pronunciations when 
used as different parts of speech, the pronunciations are given separately for each 
part of speech, the entry word being usually repeated with its pronunciation (see 
abuse, ®.,‘ abuse, n.). Two or more words that have the same spelling but that 
come from different sources are given independent entries, in order not to -mislpad the 
reader into thinking that they are merely the same word (see bit, blaze, sty). This 
logical and consistent arrangement has been planned by the editors in the interest of 
simplicity and clearness. 

Type. The large, clear type in which the dictionary is printed has been chosen, 
after much experimental testing, from the faces of the Lanston Monotype Company, 
but many characters have been especially designed and cut for this book. The 
type, the arrangement, and the general appearance of the page, as well as of every 
definition, make the information clearer and more legible, it is believed, than in any 
comparable reference book. 

Special Subjects. The definitions in special subjects, such as Botany, Birds, 
Aviation, Radio, and Automobiles, are written for boys and girls but are based on the 
full and detailed definitions given in the treatment by the New International 
Dictionary, Second Edition, where two hundred of the world’s greatest authorities 
contributed the most authentic modern information in all these fields. 

Spelling. The spellings given are those of Webster’s New International 
Dictionary, Second Edition, and are based on hundreds of thousands of quotations 
from the most carefully edited printed material and on the most authoritative 
printing-office stylebooks, such as those of the United States Government Printing 
Office, the University of Chicago Press, and the Oxford University Press. For words 
that may be spelled in either of two ways, both forms are given. Where alphabetical 
position makes such an arrangement feasible, the two spellings are given at one entry, 
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the usual American form being printed first with the second form following after a 
comma (see ardor, ardour) or, where it is of much rarer occurrence, preened by the 
ivord “Also.” In other cases, the definition is given at the spelling that is m com- 
moner American use (as at color), and the other form is separately entered and 
referred to it (thus: colour. Same as color.). 

Pronunciation. The pronunciations are also those of the New INTERNATIONAL 
Dictionary, Second Edition, for which was collected a body of firsthand_ infor- 
mation, on words of divided or disputed usage, such as has never been collected 
for any other dictionary. The information on which the Merriam-Webster pro- 
nunciations of such words are based was obtained from hundreds of authentic sources. 
Statesmen, university presidents, heads of university English departments, heads oi 
speech departments, great actors, and other public speakers gave their own pro- 
nunciations of disputed words. The pronunciations of scores of speakers over the 
radio were noted and written down. In this dictionary, wherever more than one 
pronunciation is given for a word, the first pronunciation printed is in general to be 
preferred. The symbols used in indicating pronunciation are those that are used, 
in all dictionaries in the Merriam-Webster series. 

Syllabification. The division of words into syllables is likewise that of the Nm 
International Dictionary, Second Edition. These divisions are according to the 
best printing-office practice. In order to avoid all anibiguity and confupon, the 
syllable division of the entry words is shown either by a heavy centered period or by 

an accent mark (ab-bre'vi-a'tion). 

Illustrative Examples. Phrases illustrating the use of a word or a meaning are 
given wherever they are helpful or necessary. Such illustrative phrases are separated 
from the definitions by means of a semicolon, the word “as, and a coinma (; aj). 
The word illustrated is printed in a light italic type. Tbus, at ablaze, the illustrative 
phrases help the reader readily to distinguish the shades of meaning of the word. 

Inflectional Forms. Irregular plurals and irregular spellings of plurals are 
printed in small capitals (thus: foot; feet). Past tenses, past participles, and 
present participles of verbs that are irregular or that present difficulties of spelling 
or of promnein (bid; bade, bid; bidden, bid; bidding; travel; traveled trav- 
elled* traveling, travelling; singe; singed; singeing), and irregular or difficul 
Smpa^S™nd superlatives of adjectives (dry; drier; driest; good; better;

Pictures and Plates. More than 1600 pictures are printed in the text. Wher- 
ever the meaning of a word can be shown more clearly by a picture (as at bowsprit, 
castle) a picture is given. Most of these pictures were drawn especially for this 
dictionary, but some are adapted from the New International Dictionary, Sec- 
ond Edition. In addition to these pictures in the text there are eight plates of 
colored pictures showing birds, butterflies and moths, fishes, flags, fruits, insects, 
precious and semiprecious stones, and wild flowers. 

Key Lines. A key to the Merriam-Webster pronunciation symbols, with key 
words, is printed at the bottom of every left-hand page. The explanation of the 
common abbreviations used in the dictionary is on every right-hand page. A full 
list of the Merriam-Webster pronunciation symbols is printed on page xii. A 
list of the symbols of the International Phonetic Alphabet is printed on page 738. 
Symbols for showing pronunciation without respelling, such as are used in many 
editions of the Bible, are given on page 739. 

Explanations. On pages vii, viii, and ix will be found a set of explanations and 
a clear diagram that will make plain to the reader the various practices of this^dic- 
tionary in entering words, recording pronunciations, naming the part of speech for 
each word, numbering the definitions, and so on. This material will not only facili- 
the use of the book, but will familiarize the reader with dictionary practice in 
general and prepare him for the use of more advanced dictionaries of the Merriam- 
Webster series, such as the Students Dictionary, the Collegiate Dictionary, 

Fifth Edition, and the NEW INTERNATIONAL DICTIONARY, Second Edition. 

Many acknowledgments are due for assistance in enabling this new Merriam- 
Webster Elementary Dictionary to advance a distinct stage in the art of dic- 
tionary making: especially to The Riverside Press, which has rendered the greatest 
service in helping to perfect the typographical presentation, and has again assisted 
with excellent proofreading; and to the Springfield, Massachusetts,^ Public School 
system, to whose unfailing co-operation, and to whose collaboration in the prepara- 
tion and application of test material, much of the successful technique of the book 
is due.

The 
ordinal numbers are used (as adjectives or as nouns) to show 
the order or succession in which names, objects, periods of 
time, or the like, are considered; as, the hundredth nsune on 
the voting list; the fourth in a row of seats; the twelfth month; 
the 18th century. 

3. Fractions or fractional parts (not showm in the Table). 
A fraction is one or more of the equal parts into which a unit, 
or an object or group of objects, may be divided. When writ- 
ten, a simple fraction consists of two numbers divided by a 
line (a or 3 or The figure below the line {denomina- 
tor) shows the total number of equal parts into which a unit 
is divided, the figure above the line (numerator) shows 
how many of these equal parts of the fraction are taken. 
Thus, the fraction g (read “three fourths”) indicates 3 of 
the 4 equal parts into which the unit is divided. The num- 
ber one is unity or a complete whole. The fraction of a com- 
plete w-hole divided into twm equal parts is one half (^); 
the names of the denominators of other fractions are the same 
as those of the corresponding ordinal numbers; as, one third 
(^); one fourth (|); seven eighths (|) of the people present; 
a dime is one tenth (■ffn) of a dollar. 


There are three important kinds of numbers: 

1. Cardinal numbers (cardinals ) , as shown in the first four 
columns of the Table. First the names of the cardinal num- 
bers are given; then the Arabic symbols (Arabic numerals) 
for them, as commonly used in arithmetic; next the Roman 
symbols (Roman numerals), in both caiDitals and small let- 
ters, used for dates, for introductory pages in books, for the 
hours on faces of clocks, etc.; as in: the year MCMXXXV 
(1935) ; page ixvi. The cardinal numbers are used in simple 
counting, or in answ'er to the question, “How many?” They 
give no information about the kind of things counted, or 
about the order in which they are counted, or about any rela- 
tion they may have to each other. 

The words for these numbers may be used as nouns (he 
counted to twelve) or as adjectives (twelve boys) . A number word 
is often used for a thing that is made up of the number of parts 
shown by the number word used, or that is marked with the 
figure or with the number of spots, marks, etc., showm by 
this word. Thus, a seven is sometimes used for a billiard ball 
with a 7 on it or for a playing card with seven spots, a jive is used 
for a basketball team (which has five men) , an eight for a racing 
crew in rowing, a nine for a baseball team, an eleven for an 
American football team or for a cricket team, and so on.
